treaty, t« give advar.t.igas to Amencima 
which were withheld from their British 
fellow subjoots? Tbe question, though 
apparently a side issne of not muchim- 
por anoe from an American Btiindpoiut. 
has really a great deal to do with deouliug 
the practicability of a 3oniprelieusive 
treaty. Pardon, therefore, tho liberty i 
take in asking what is the traditionnl 
policJ7 of Enpland in relation to the mat- 
ter and whether tbe present Government 
have mttde any decisive statement as to 
their course in snob ivont ? for, if I mis 
take not, tbe que.stion did come up for 
consideratiou a f..w yearn ago, when a 
a treaty was under discussion.

England's "Peril— Her Position in Re- 
gard to the Other Powers on the 
Eastern Quernon, 

An intelligent English correspondent, 
discussiog th«fnturoof,;the Tnroo-Rua- 
Bian war, argues that' its close will be as 
full of peril for England as its outbreak. 
England can hardly consent to tho dis- 
memberment ot tbe Turkish Empire 
without endangering her hold upon the 
loyalty of her Mussulman subjects in 
India ; and if there be any truth in the 
very general belii-f of Europe that Ger- 
many means to use the nscendauoy which 
this war has given her to extend her in 
fluence effectively and visibly over Bel- 
gium and Holland, tho prestige of Eng 
land as a great European power will 
receive sr.ch a blow as has not been struck 
at it since the allied Bourbon fleets swept 
the English Channel, and the war 'minis- 
try of King George tho Third was com- 
pelled to sign the humiliating peace of 
Versailles. To all this it is claimed that 
the English public has become indillcrent 
under the influence of Gladstone's foreign 
policy, the basi' of which was that peace 
was more important to England than the 
honor or integrity.of the British Empire. 
Ho made it fashionable to talk' even of tho 
separation of tho colonies from the 
mother country as an event not only pos- 
sible, but probable— not merely endura- 
ble, but desirable. Robert, Lowe now 
pursues tho same theme in the Fortnightly 
Review, soothing the jealousy of England 
against Rufsia byiflhqwing.that India ond 
all' her foreign "dominions are sources of 
anxiety and expense ; that it would bo 
well to get rid of them, and tbat 
the rival of a nation which contemplated 
assuming any of these bordena oaght to 
be thanked for its philBnthropy, and not 
hated for its ambition or ayarioe. 

Japan. 

The School of Japanese Nobles was for- 
mally inaugurated October 17th, in Tokio, 
by the Emperor and Empress, who pre- 
sented severally 1,500 yens, or dolliirs. 
This iurttitution was founded by families 
of 01 Duitnios and Kiiges, the old nobili- 
ty of tlio Iui|jL'rial Cupital and Court, and 
the provinces, for education chiefly, 
though not oxchisivfdy. of tbe higher 
ola-ses.

nOHT FOR THE CHAMPIONSHU'. 

A correspondent of tho Telegraph writes 
08 follows :-" A fight took plaae yester- 
day between Tompkiu Gilbert, of Lin- 
coln, and Tom Allen, the champion 
heavy weight, who has just returned from 
America after fighting Joe Goss. Of 
Gilbert little can be said, as his first ap- 
pearanco was made last night. Allen is a 
big, powerful man ; whilst his antagonist 
is somewhat slighter in build. Tbo fight 
was for tho championship, a purse of 
^100, and a splendid silver cup. The 
ring in all particulars resembled thoso 
which used to bo oreoted in the P.R. For 
somo time previous to the doors of Sad- 
ler's 'Wells Theatre being opened, a 
crowd of very disorderly persons assem- 
bled outside, and when they were thrown 
open a general rush took place. Many 
roughs succeodod in gaining admission 
without payment. The prices ranged 
from a guinea to half-a-orown. Inside 
the theatre, it must bo confessed, every- 
thing was kept very orderly. 'When the 
combatftntrt appeared a buzz of admiration 
ran round. Having got into the ring, 
tho men, as usual, shook hands, and 
forthwith commenced to do their best to 
disable one another. After the first 
ronnd, which, according to tho Marquis 
of Queeusberry'a rules and articles of 
agrtomeut, lasted only three minutes, it 
was maiiifost that Allen was the more 
lioworful man of the two. On the call of 
time for tho second round, Allen, after 
striking his opponent threa heavy blows 
with hia loft, drew tho first blood and 
liuiBbcd by knocking his antagonist 
down— a double feat which elicited m'uoh 
applause. Gilbert was then taken to his 
corner, wlieio ho was carefully wiped 
down aiiil robtoratives administered to 
him, us ho appeared unconscious. During 
tbo following rounds, up to tbe seventh 
anu last, ho received swo more knock- 
downs. During this time the blood con- 
tiuued to flow freely from hia mouth (>nd 
nose, whilst Allen showed no marks of 
the unequal combat. In tho last round 
tho champion struck Gilbert two severo 
upper-cuts, which caused him to stagger, 
Allou the while t-tanding in the middle of 
tho ring. Upon recovering, Gilbert 
rushed at his opponent, eejjjod him ro\}Od 
tho loins and attempted .Jo , throw him. 
On this, Allen picked him up, raised him 
ou a level with bis head, and dushed him 
witli great fi rco on tbe wooden stage, tho 
thud rosoiiniing throughout th) build- 
ing Directly tliis occurred, Dillon, who 
was soi'ouding Gilbert, stepped into tho 
ring and claimed thd fight on a foul. 
Great confusion then . emned, during 
which Allen divested himiiolf of hi.s 
g'oves, which wore saturated with blood, 
caiLG to tbo front of tho etage, bowed to 
the audience, and loft the ring, followed 
by the seconds and Gilbert. A consulta- 
tion then ensued with the referee on the 
articles of agreement, in wliloh there is a 
clause prohibiting throwing. -For this 
roasou the fight was claimed on behalf of 
Gilbert and allowed ; but this was not 
publicly made known, in order to prevent 
any disturbance. The fight altogether

Ho never 
asked for broad; he was altogether too 
well-bred to beg; but he fell into tho habit 
of strolling into the agent's office at a cer- 
tain hour, and when a parcel was put un- 
der his arm, would bow very graciously 
and return to his cellar. Ho appeared 
ill, and was very thin and emaciated. Oc- 
casionally he visited a rich English gen- 
tleman, and W58 not peon for somo days, 
but he olways turned np after a week or 
two, and was apparently as poor as over, 
but never owned it, studiously keeping 
his place of residence to himself, lie was 
a thoroughly sober man and a most eourt- 
ly gontlaman. A charwoman stopped him 
in tbo street one morning and told him 
that ho looked ill, "Yes, yes," said tho 
Count, drawing himself up to his aristo- 
c ratio height, "I must go and consult my 
physician." Tho next morning he was 
found dead in a monldy cellar. 

William Gale, the Cardiff pedestrian, 
who reoenlly accomplished the feat of 
walking 1,1300 miles in 1,000 consecutive 
hours, and who started at half-past four 
o'clock ou Sunday morning, October 2l8t.

Webster) who charged that the said John 
Alfred Webster, an insolvent, did on or 
about the 19th day of July last and at 
divers times thereiiftor attempt to account 
for the non-production of his property by 
fictitious losses and expenses. 

For the prosecution Mr. Walkom in- 
structed by Mr. Drake; for the defence 
Mr. Robertson instructed by Mr. A. E. 
Davie. 

Mr. Robertson said that one objection 
to the information wos that it does not 
state that the defendant attempted to ac- 
count for any of his property at any meei- 
ing, secondly, that ?iO i;(<e»< is specified, 
and thirdly, that tho property is not spo- 
oifled. 

Mr. Walkem explained that it was im- 
possible to specify the property, and with 
reference to the first objection the infor- 
mation could now he altered. 

The in formation was then altered to 
specify that tho attempt to account for his 
property was made before a meeting of 
his creditors,

Pointed out to J. A. Webster that the 
item of $47,020 was not an asset, but tho 
defioncy between his assets and Babilities; 
the statement of his liabilities' ia $59,- 
231.05, and if tho $47,020 bo deducted 
from the assets tbore will bo a deficiency 
of over $20,000. In the evidence produced 
Mr. Webster states that ho considered of 
his book debts $0000 wore good, abaut 
$1000 moro wore doubtful, but might be 
coUectod; of tho $1500 notes of baud he 
considered $200 good ; as regards the cat- 
tle he did not think that, although they 
were estimated as worh $1750 
they would realize moro than $1000 
under tho assignee, and be had had an 
oflfor of $500 for them; the real estato was 
valued at the assessed value, but he did 
mot consider it worth so mnob, and $121T 
of notes in the hands of Mr. Edmonds he 
considered a3 worth about $500; thus 
making in all an extra deficit of $10,010. 
The following statement was put in by 
Mr. Webster: "I attribute tbo cause of 
my insolvency to tbo excQsaive competi- 
tion in bnsiu'iss, tbo long credits necessi- 
tated thereby, without having sofHoient 
capital at my command; aluo, to losses in 
business, and becoming bondsman for 
road contractors and supplying tliem; 
also, to depression in business generally 
during tho last year." Mr. Webster stat- 
ed that ho had kejjt a general storo busi- 
ness since 18G9, buying through Findlay, 
Durham &■ Brodie; the agreement with 
thom was continued till September, 1875;

In answer to Mr. Robertson — Held the 
ordinary letter of appointment as an ofli- 
oial assignee for the province of British 
Oolnmbia; tho writ of attachment was 
issued by the judge at the County Court 
of New Westminater.

aminations it appears that Mr. Webster 
kept the books; had examined tho hooks 
gonerally; received tho books produced 
from Mr. Dupont ns btdonging to Mr. 
Webster's estato ;and Mr. Webster referred 
to them in tho examination before tbo 
witness; during tho examinations tbo 
Bohedule has several times been before 
witiisela; Mr. Webster has given jo 
adbount of the $47,020; the docn- 
ment nroduoed of the 28th January, 

1875, signed by John A. Webster ad- 
dressed to Findlay, Durham .fe Brodie 
had been before him (witness) and in Mr. 
Webster's bauds during examination; the 
writing and signature is that of Mr. Web- 
ster; the memorandum at the top of the 
letter has been in Mr. Webster's hands 
and is in the writing of Mr. James Ander- 
son.
